Litvinov Comes Back 


8 EEE 

Maxim Litvinov has been named one 
of Russia's representatives at the con- 
ference being held in Moscow to discuss 
how Britain and the United States can 
supply the Red Army's need of muni- 
tions. The appointment signifies the 
complete right-about Stalin has been 
obliged to make in his dealings with the 
democratic powers. 

Two years ago Litvinov was vir- 

tually dismissed from the post of for- 
eign commissar for no other reason 
than that he pursued a policy of col- 
laboration with Britain and France. 
Stalin at the time was negotiating a 
deal with Hitler behind Litvinov's back, 
and the latter resigned when he dis- 
covered the double-dealing. He was sent 
to an obscure corner of the Caucasus 
region to hold down an equally obscure 
job, Molotov succeeding him in the for- 
eign office. 
Now that Russia needs help from 
the democracies, and cannot survive 
without it, Litvinov is brought out of 
retirement and given the task of nego- 
tiating for the tanks, planes and other 
munitions required. It is a good move, 
for Litvinov's credit for fidelity stands 
high in London and Washington, all the 
higher because of the circumstances 
which led to his demotion. 

His appearance at the conference is 
proof of how completely the Stalin pol- 
icy of appeasement failed, and of how 
desperately Russia now needs the help 
of the free nations upon whom Stalin 
turned his back and against whom he 
conspired with Hitler two years ago. 


Mobilize The Empty Stomachs 


_ The proposal, mooted in London, to 
create a great international pool of 
foodstuffs ¢o feed the submerged peo- 
ples of Europe when the war ends is of 
direct interest to Canada because it is 
suggested the contribution of the Do- 
minion should be 60,000,000 bushels of 
wheat. 

As the food could not be distributed 
until all possibility of it being stolen by 
Nazi occupation officials has passed, 
the knowledge that the supplies were 
awaiting them might inspire the slave 
nations to revolt and help to bring 
about the downfall of their masters. If 
so, the donation of this or any practic- 
able quantity of wheat would be a 
cheap price to pay for the shortening of 
the war. 


The idea is not fanciful, because 
hungry people are very likely to fight 


if they know there is food to be had for 


fighting. And the subject peoples are 
hungry. Their captors have looted 
every country they over-ran of food 


Supplies, from Norway to the Balkans 


and from France to Poland. In the 
captive states they dole out food to 
those who consent to work their 
munitions factories, by taking it from 


those who will not. 

To these peoples the 
great store of food waiting 
tributed among them withou 
would be a powerful incentive to rebel- 
lion. And rebellion throughout the oc- 
cupied countries is something the anti- 
Hitler nations should try by all means 
to bring about.

It is likely, then, that the capture of 
Baku, which may occur in two months 
time, will be followed, after a brief period 
of rest and reorganization, by assaults 
on Britain, Gibraltar, Portugal and even 
on the United States with renewed 
strength and fury. 

It has been made very clear, in recent 
days, that the shortage of oil is the only 
thing that prevented Hitler from trying 
to invade Britain. Once that shortage is 
relieved, as the seizure of Baku can re- 
lieve it permanently, there is no doubt in 
the world that the West, even as far as 
the shorelines of North America, will re- 


ceive his immediate and savage atten- 
tions. 
Thus, there is a reasonable chance, in 


the opinion of this observer, that the next 
six months will see a tremendous expan- 
sion of the war front and a renewal of un- 
precedentedly bitter hostilities.

The reason for this discrimination 
was that American ships passing to the 
northern neutrals were within range of 
the German submarines, which sink at 
whereas ships passing to the south- 
ls were within range only of 
itish and French navies, which did 
not sink at sight but observed the rules 
of international Jaw. 

Thus we placed ourselves in the re- 
markable position of withdrawing from 
waters where wer was waged lawlessly 
and ruthlessly and of continuing to enter 
waters where war was waged lawfully 
and humanely. In the Pacific we were 
exescising our rights by grace of the fact 
that Japan found it expedient not to make 
a forma] declaration of war against China. 
In the Atlantic we were exercising our 
rights only outside the reach of the Ger- 
man navy. When Italy entered the war 
we ceased exercising our rights in the 
Mediterranean, where the British navy 
though at war had recognized our rights, 
because the Itallan navy would probably 
follow the German policy of sinking at 
sight, 

This policy 


must have created the im- 
pression in many minds, perhaps even in 
Hitler's, that we had deliberately decided 
as a matter of national policy to submit

proclaimed a much larger war zone in the 
North Atlantic—in fact one which sur- 
rounded Iceland and extended to Green- 


land. Having been taught to believe by 
our neutrality law that what Germany 
declares to be her purposes will in the 


end become accepted as American law, 
the Nazis have been preying on ships well 
outside our own self-imposed combat 
zone. It just happens that theiy combat

But even that is not the end of it. In 
the case of the Robin Moor, an American 
ship was traveling outside the German 
War zone, outside our own combat zone, 
in fact, on the high seas. This ship was 
stopped and sunk, and its crew and pas- 
s€ngers set adrift in mid-ocean, And what 
was the justification of this extension of 
the area of lawlessness? We have had it 
from some of our own Senators—that the 
Robin Moor was carrying contraband of 
war and, therefore, her crew and passen- 
gers had no rights which Germany was 
bound to respect or that the United States 
ought to presume to defend 


Disagreement 


There may be room for differences of 
judgment as to whether what is left of the 
neutrality act is now of practical import- 
ance, and what as a matter of fact it is 
useful to do about it. The law is nullified 
i the Pacific. In the Atlantic it is not 
observed by Germany and in fact not b

But there is, I think, no room for a 
difference of opinion that the neutrality

A good dict means having 
each day the foods that will pro- 
mote good health. Actually, the 
difference between a poor diet 
and a g0od one consists in the 
amounts of the protective foods.

The first item in the low cost 


master plan is milk. ‘The stipulated | 
daily amounts are: three to four 
glasses for children, two to three 
glasses for adults, a quart for the | 


expectant mother, and one and 
one-half quarts for the nursing 
mother 

The important thing, Dr Stiebe- | 


ling points out, is to have the given 
quality of milk every day rather 
than to have it in any special form 
You can count that which is used 
in cooking or which comes in the 
form of cheese as well as the milk 
you drink. Canned milk or powd- 
ered milk, which is less expensive, 
may be used in cooking. 

Second on the list are fruits and 
vegetables, On a low cost diet, po- 


tatoes can be used once a day. 
They are economical sources Of | 
minerals, vitamins and calories, 


Dry beans, peas and peanuts can 
be included jn the menus from two 
to four times a week as they are 
not only good sources of iron and 
protein but they are low in price. 

Tomatoes or citrus fruit must ap 
pear on the menu at least five) 
times a week and other sources of 
Vitamin C raw cabbage, green 
pepper and uncooked salad greens 
—should supplement them, 

You should serve your family 
green leafy and yellow veget- 
ables six times a week. Kale, 
coHards, turnip, mustard, beet, 
and dandelion greens, and es- 
carole, Swiss chard, watercrass 
and parsley are economical but 
excellent sources of vitamins, 
The green vegetables are better 
than those which have a bleach- 
ed out look. Also, the yellower a 
vegetable is the better it is. High 
yellow carrots, yellow corn, Hub- 
bard squash and yams provide 
an abundance of vitamin A, 

For protein, the diet for the week 
should furnish six small servings of 
lean meat, fish or fowl, The lean 
parts of the low cost cuts are just
